Increase in Telephone Traffic,  |« 
Staff Turnovers Mam Reasons 


For Decrease in. 
Grant Proctor, Local Man- 


ager, Chamber 
of Commerce Directors 


Terrific increase in telephone 
traffic, heavy staff turnovers and 
the fact that the business is the 
heaviest in the history of the ‘city, 
were given as main reasons for s 
decrease in.the quality of service 
being given in the city, Grant 
Proctor, manager of the Bell Tele- 
phone Company told Chamber of 
Commerce directors at their 
weekly luncheon on Thursday. 

Mr. Proctor briefly addressed 
the directorate in reply to criti- 
clsm of telephone service which 
had been received by President 
Lorne McRougall of the board. 
The complaints were levelled 
against interruptions during calls, 
slow service, and the public being 
“cut off” during important con- 


versations. 

“At the present time,” he sald, 
“we are putting through 1,050 
long distance calls daily a 6 per 
cent increase over the peak of 
1945 and 30,000 local calls, which 
is 20 per cent over the high of 
last year.” 

“We know the service is not as 
good as it used to be, we have’ 

4 more difficulty since VE-Day 
than any time during the war. 
Peak periods with heavy Influx 
of telephone traffic have been 
very difficult to handle but we 
are doing our best to cope with 
the situation.” 


Beyond: Anticipation 

Telephone calling both local 
and long distance has been far 
beyond what we anticipated,” Mr.

Canadian Sport Snapshots

Toronto, Feb. 22 — (CP)—The 

question of athletic scholarship 
for Canadian universities, long a 
topic of guarded comment, has 
become a matter of public discus- 
sion at McGill. University, This 
week the McGill Daily, Canada’s 
oldest college dally, brought the 
subject further to the. force by 
inviting Montreal sports editors to 
express opinions on athletic schol- 
arships in the columns of the un- 
dergraduate newspaper. 

The result. was a 3-1 vote 
against inaugurating the schol- 
arships at McGill. Taking the ne- 
gative were Baz O'Meara of the 
Star, Dink Carroll of the Gazette 
‘and Elmer Ferguson of the Her- 
ald. The lone ballot in favor was 
cast by Andy O’Brien of The 
Standard, who sald “Frankly, I’m 
all for them.” 

The four presented thelr ar- 
guments under a picture showing 
four Montreal football players — 
Johnny Crneich, Mickey McFall, 
Bill Surphlis and Dan Loney — 
who deserted home pastures to 
play for North Carolina State. All 
three who upheld the negative 
acknowledged that athlétic schol- 
arships might be granted at Wes- 
tern University in London and 
possibly Queen's in Kingston, but 


argued that a similar practice at 
McGill would shatter a tradition- 
Excerpts from their opinions: 

O'Meara: “Any gains which 
might result would be rather 
small since McGill through. the 
fine reputation she has establish- 
ed as a great educational institute 
is already drawing to herself 
some of the top-notch athletes of 
the country.” 

Carroll: “Eventually the thing 
(athletic scholarships in the Unit- 
ed States) became a farce. Study- 
ing was a mere formality after a 
while and if you want that sort of 
thing in Canada, well... .”. 

Ferguson: “The problem is a 
very dangerous one... while at 
first you may have all the finest 
intentions in the world... I be= 
lieve that ultimately you are

Throughout the performince & 
hospital aide stood at the pianist’s 
side, turning the pages of music 
at proper intervals. Otherwise,

pat had been nine years since the 
distinguished musician, a man of 
45, had given a public concert. 

His appearance was arranged by 
Dr. Ira M. Altschulger, hospital 
psychiatrist, to demonstrate to & 
conference of the Music Teachera 
National Association the value of 
music in alding the mentally 11. 

Dr. T. K. Gruber, hospital su- 
perintendent, said the pianist has 
been a patient for eight years, un- 
able or unwilling to converse or 
read even the simplest language. 
His present interest in music, the 
physician said, is his first sign of 
improvement. 

He described the artist's ailment 
as “a form of negatism.” - 

When he was first given an op- 
portunity to return, to the piano, 
Dr. Nein said, he just “poked 
at the keys.” .

Teaching Profession in Britain 
New teachers’ training regulations have 
been made by the United Kingdom Mini- 
stry of Education in order to open up the 
widest possible field of recruitment to the 
teaching profession and to secure further 
expansion and improvement of the perm- 
anent training facilities. Students in 
training colleges will receive free tuition 
and will pay no boarding fees if the income 
of their parents is under three hundred 
pounds a year, Above that limit they will 
contribute toward their boarding fees in 
proportion to the size of thelr parents’ in- 
come. The full charge, payable only by 
parents in thevhigher range incomes, will 





~ not usually exceed a hundred pounds a 


year and may be less. Tuition fees at all 
colleges and also the difference between 
the students’ contribution and- approved 
boarding fees will be met from public 
funds. 

It is intended that no suitable student 
should be debarred from training because 
his or her parents are unable to pay the 
necessary fees, and that the training col- 
leges should be able to expand their, facili- 
ties for students.. These changes are 
urgently needed, both in order to provide 
training for all suitable candidates now 
coming forward and to arrange for that 
continued flow of new recruitment which 
will be required to maintain the. body: of 
teachers, once it has been expanded by the 
Emergency Training Scheme and other 
special post-war recruitment. 

Much new building will not be possible 
during the next few years, but it is pro- 
‘posed to meet the needs by renting: houses 
as hostels, or adding accommodation 'to 
the colleges by temporary or ght consti- 
tution. ‘.

- students going straight from school to 
take training courses. They are separate

Equally 
significant, as an indication of the grow- 
ing recognition of the training of teachers 
as a national responsibility, are the pro- 
posals for financing training colleges pro- 
vided both by the local education authori- 
ties and by voluntary bodies. The sug- 
gested payments by the State for such col- 
leges are equitable and generous.” 

“An outstanding feature of the new 
regulations,” says .the London News- 
Chronicle, ‘is the free training with board, 
which opens the teaching profession to 
‘the poor man’s’ son or daughter.”

General Crerar 


Retires Friday 


Ottawa, Feb. 28 —(CP)— Gen. 
Crerar, 58, the man who Jed the 
Ist Cansdian Army in Europe, 
will retire tomorrow, it was 
learned today. 

On retirement leave for several 
months, he has remained silent 
on-his future plans. Rumors have 
had him accepting an ambassa- 
dors post, becoming a university 
president and simply retiring to 
civilian life after an army career 
that saw him become one of two 
Canadians to rise to the rank of 
general in the Second Great War, 

The other was his predecessor 
as Ist Army ¢ommander, Gen. 
McNaughton, - now Canadian 
chairman of the joint Canadian- 
American defence board. 

Gen. Crerar returned to 
Canada last summér with thous- 
ands of the troops he had led to 
victory on the far left flank of the 
Allied armies in northwest Eur- 
ope. At one time in the fighting 
immediately west of the Rhine, 
his command embraced 500,000 
men, many of them British. 

He wes recelved publicly in 
Ottawa, then went .on a grand 
tour of the Dominion when he 
met again many of the men he 
had commanded. He has been 
living in Ottawa since.
